Clause 7 of the Kerala Plantations (Restriction on Alicnation ) Bill, 1974 , 
which has been published as Bill No. 183 of 1974 in the Kerala Gazette 
Extraordinary No. 341 dated 30th March 1974 provides that any alienation 
of a plantation admeasuring 5.06 hectares or inore or part of such a planta 
tion effected on or after the date of publication of the Bill in the Gazette and 
before the commencement of the Act shall be deemed to be an alienation 
calculated to defeat the provisions of the Act and shall be null and void . 
Clause 2 (a ) of the Bill defines " alienation " as to mean sale, mortgage lease, 
exchange, gift or partition . 


It has been brought to the notice of the Government that in vicw of the 
provisions of clause 7 of the Bill, read with the definition of alienation in 
clause 2 (a ) thereof, financing institutions and Commodity Boards are not 
giving loans on the security of mortgages of plantations and that this has 
resulted in the stoppage of land improvement and developmentalworks in the 
Statc.

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Government have considered the matter in all its aspects and they are 
convinced that the provisions of clause 7 read with the definition of the term 
" alienation ” taking in all mortgages within its scope has created difficulties 
in getting loans from financial institutions Commodity Boards and individuals 
and that the provisions of the Bill should be modified for excluding mort 
gages of plantations executed for obtaining loans from such institutions and 
individuals from the scope of clause 7 of the Bill. 

Government wish to make it clear that they have decided to remove the 
difficulties pointed out above by modifying the Bill before it is passed by the 
Legislative Assembly .
